Detectives of the homicide squad 
said Mis. Newell had admitted that 
she accompanied Dr. Loomis on an- 
tomobile rides previous to the time 
Mrs. Loomis wag slain and that they 
were in the habit of stopping at boot- 
legging establishments and drinking. 
The physician,- the detectives said, 
when first arrested in February, ad- 
mitted he had escorted Mrs. Newell on 
two occasions. 

Mrs. Fraser, at whose home Mrs. 
Newell is said to have lived, is held, 
the officers announced, to corroborate 
the woman's story that she had been 
friendly with Dr. Loomis. 

Newell, according to the detectives, 
is held because he -visited several 
places frequented by Dr. Loomis and 
Mrs. Newell and asked attendants 
there not to discnss the slaying of 
Mrs. Loomis. The body of the physi- 
cian’s wife was found on the floor of 
a sun room with the heae battered 
and marks on the hands and arms 
indicating a terrific struggle with her

tempted. If the parties fail to reach

Probably no vegetable, with the ex- 
ception of celery, is grown to lesser 
extent around this section of Georgia 
than lettuce, that delicious plant that 
furnishes the answer to a great many 
problems. 

Just why this is the case is not hard 
to understand when it is taken into 
consideration that this vegetable re- 
quires more ideal growing conditions 
and greater care than practically any 
other table delicacy. 

To get the best results this plant 
has to be grown between freezing 
weather and before the heat of late 
spring. Should the growth take pl -e 
in very warm weather the plane will 
go to seed. The soil must be of
